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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first action in response to application no. 09/882,983 filed on June 16 th 2001 in 
which claims 1-13 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 

of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-4, and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jung (US Patent no. 6412952). 
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Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , Jung discloses an apparatus and article of manufacture for 
compressively securing a cathode ray tube to a coupler in a projection television system 
comprising a first spring and a second spring (See Jung's Abstract, fig. 2, items 12 and 
14 and col. 2, lines 40-41), a mechanical coupling means for coupling the first and 
second springs together (See Jung coupling means 20 of fig. 2 and col. 2, lines 39-43), 
first securing means for attaching the first spring to a coupler, and second securing 
means for securing the CRT to the assembled spring arrangement (See Jung col. 2, 
lines 39-61). 

As per claim 2, Jung further provides the springs constructed of sheet metal (See col. 1, 
lines 31-39, items 14 and 12 of fig 2). 



As per claim 3, Jung further discloses first and second spring having a generally 
elongated shape in a first plane (See Jung fig. 3, item 83). 

As per claim 4, the disposition of spring 14, along with earth plate 15 as shown in Jung 
fig. 2 is equivalent to the claimed first spring generally with a U-shape in a second 
plane, and terminated at each end with a mounting flange. 

As per claims 8-10, Jung further provides analogous securing means comprising of 
screws and bolts with retaining nut, resilient spacers, and resilient seal between the 
CRT and the coupler as disclosed in col. 2, lines 27-67. 
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As per claims 12-13, the providing the tension bracket to be either symmetrical or not 
symmetrical is considered inherent in Jung as disclosed in col. 3, lines 12-65. 

3. Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Shinobu (US Patent no. 6369864) teaches optical unit spacer-bracket for projection 
television sets. 

Shinobu (US Patent no. 6496232) teaches optical unit sealing devices for projection 
television sets. 

Fulkerson et al. (US Patent no. 6603614) teaches lens assembly having automatic 
focus adjustment.
